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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Alderley  Edge,  Cheadle  and 
Gatley  and  Wilmslow  Urban  District  Councils, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 950,  together 
with  the  Reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  three  districts. 

For  purposes  of  economy  I have  made  a joint  Report  which  gives 
all  the  information  that  was  previously  given  in  separate  Reports. 
The  Report  has  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible.  The  figures  show  the 
health  of  the  district  to  remain  satisfactory.  As  stated  in  previous 
Reports  the  populations  are  such  that  small  variations  in  the  number 
of  births  and  deaths  give  a large  swing  in  the  rates  per  thousand. 
This  effect  is  shown  in  this  year  by  the  high  rate  of  infantile  mortality 
xn  Cheadle  and  Gatley  (of  the  18  cases  12  were  aged  under  one 
month).  The  absence  of  maternal  mortality  is  similarly  explained, 
and  rates  must  be  taken  over  a period. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
various  health  committees  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  and 
the  various  officials  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.  The 
staffs  of  the  health  departments  have,  as  usual,  given  good  service.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 


(a)  Staff. 


AREA. 


A list  of  staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 


Duties  : — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  restricted  from  private  practice, 
and  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  three  districts,  which  also 
form  the  area  covered  by  the  Cheadle  and  Wilmslow  Divisional 
Health  Committee  and  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  Education, 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  both  these  Committees. 


Sanitary  Inspectors.  All  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  full 
time  in  the  employment  of  the  respective  Councils. 

In  Alderley  Edge  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Rodent  Officer, 
and  is  responsible  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse 
including  salvage. 
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In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also 
Rodent  Officer,  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector  and  Inspector  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts.  The  Cleansing  Department  is  separate  under  a 
Cleansing  Officer. 

In  Wilmslow,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Rodent 
Officer,  is  responsible  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
and  also  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts. 

(6)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  carries  out  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  for  this  area.  A collection  service  is  available 
at  Sharston  Fire  Station  from  Monday  to  Friday.  A very  small 
amount  of  the  work  is  still  dealt  with  by  the  Pathological  Department 
of  the  Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  examinations  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  are  for 
the  ascertainment  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  the  exam- 
ination of  foods  bacteriologically. 

(c)  The  ambulance  facilities,  treatment  centres  and  clinics,  and 
nursing  in  the  home  are  dealt  with  in  the  Divisional  Report. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  of  water  supply  in  the  area,  the 
only  extensions  being  to  new  houses.  It  continues  to  be  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  supply  in  all  the  districts  is  from 
the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Undertaking.  Cheadle  and 
Gatley  and  Wilmslow  being  supplied  from  the  Goyt  Valley  and 
Alderley  Edge  from  the  Kinder  Reservoir.  The  deep  wells  at  Wilms- 
low are  only  a standby.  The  number  of  houses  now  not  connected 
to  the  mains  is  : —

As  mentioned  in  the  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area,  Wilmslow 
has  a considerable  area  which  is  rural  in  character  and  therefore 
considerable  distances  would  have  to  be  traversed  from  the  mains 
to  supply  these  premises. 

(, b ) Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  extensions  other  than  for  new  housing. 

Cheadle  and  Gatley  have  their  sewage  dealt  with  by  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  at  Davyhulme,  the  main  sewer  also  taking 
sewage  from  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall. 
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At  Alderley  Edge  there  is  an  old  fashioned  unsatisfactory  Sewage 
Works,  as  also  is  the  Southern  Sewage  Works  at  Wilmslow.  A 
joint  scheme  has  been  agreed  upon  between  the  two  authorities 
and  this  will  result  in  the  abandonment  of  both  works.  The  Northern 
Sewage  Works  at  Wilmslow  is  at  present  adequate  for  the  portion 
of  the  district  that  drains  to  it.  At  both  Cheadle  and  Gatley  and 
Wilmslow  the  relaying  of  many  of  the  sewers  is,  under  consideration. 

(c)  Public  Cleansing. 

At  Alderley  Edge  the  cleansing  and  salvage  are  under  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  A weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  except  in 
exceptional  circumstances. 

At  Cheadle  and  Gatley  there  is  a Cleansing  Supervisor.  A weekly 
collection  has  been  maintained  here  also.  Methods  of  improving 
the  tip  are  under  consideration. 

Wilmslow  : the  work  here  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  it  was  possible  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  get  on 
to  a weekly  collection.  This  was  due  to  delivery  of  a better  vehicle. 

(d)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Reports  of  the  respective  officers  are  appended  hereto. 

(e)  Disinfestation. 

There  have  been  no  cases  in  any  of  the  districts  of  bed  bug 
infestation. 


SECTION  D.  HOUSING. 

Existing  Houses. 

In  all  three  districts  work  on  these  has  been  very  much  restricted. 
Little  use  has  so  far  been  made  of  the  provisions  of  the  1949  Housing 
Act  for  the  improvement  of  accommodation.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  Councils  are  now  concerned  solely  with  the  distribution  of 
milk  other  than  direct  from  farms.  The  farms,  especially  in  the 
Wilmslow  and  Alderley  Edge  area,  are  now  much  less  frequently 
inspected  than  they  were  previously,  in  fact,  many  of  the  producers 
state  that  they  have  not  yet  been  visited  since  the  powers  of 
inspection  were  withdrawn  from  the  District  Councils  in  October,  1949 

The  reports  of  the  samples  taken  of  milk  for  retail  distribution 
are  given  in  the  respective  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  milk  is  fairly  satisfactory  but  the  number  of 
positive  tuberculous  specimens  is  still  disquieting,  and  points  to  the 
necessity  for  pasteurisation,  or  the  use  of  milk  from  tuberculin 
tested  herds. 

( b ) Meat  and  Other  Foods.

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  undertaken, 
and  the  service  has  functioned  creditably.  Disposal  difficulties  tend 
to  increase,  there  being  no  suitable  tip  sites  in  the  Urban  Area.

HOUSING 

The  Council’s  powers  under  Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act 
referring  to  clearance  areas,  were  not  invoked  during  the  year,  and 
I feel,  that  until  there  is  some  ministerial  relaxation,  no  action  is 
possible  in  the  near  future.  In  the  meantime,  complaints  have  been 
dealt  with  expeditiously  and  essential  repairs  executed.  One  house 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  the  tenants  were  rehoused  and 
an  undertaking  not  to  re-let  was  accepted  from  the  owner. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

Collections  are  made  by  a Karrier  Bantam  2-Tonner,  7 cu.  yd. 
Vehicle  working  with  a team  of  three  men,  including  the  driver. 
A weekly  service  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
although  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  snow  and  bad  weather  caused 
minor  delays.  A spare  driver-binman  is  available  when  necessary. 
The  service  has  functioned  creditably  and  I appreciate  the  efforts 
of  the  team  which  has  on  occasion  worked  under  difficulty.  In 
1951,  the  vehicle  will  be  due  for  a major  overhaul. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

With  the  passage  of  time,  disposal  of  refuse  will  become  a serious 
problem  for  there  are  no  sites  within  the  narrow  boundaries  of  the 
district  economically  available  for  such  purpose.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  seek  sites  outside  the  Urban  Area  and  costs  will  rise  because  of 
increased  haulage  time. 

The  Beech  Road  Tip  adjoining  the  Housing  Estate  was  filled  in 
June,  and  the  area  covered  with  12  inches  of  soil,  a caterpillar 
tractor  with  Bulldozer  equipment  being  hired  for  the  purpose. 
Although  this  tip  was  in  close  proximity  to  numerous  dwelling

houses,  very  few  complaints  of  nuisance  were  received.  During 
warm  weather  the  surface  was  sprayed  daily  with  D.D.T.  Emulsion 
and  flies  were  negligible  in  numbers.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Wilmslow  Council  and  the  tenant  farmer,  tipping  was  commenced 
in  June  on  land  at  the  rear  of  The  Circuit,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
this  site  should  last  until  April,  1951.  Because  of  the  unprecedented 
wet  weather  since  this  tip  was  commenced,  access  has  at  all  times 
been  difficult. 

It  is  not  practicable  to  weigh  all  the  refuse  removed,  but  the 
following  estimations  have  been  reached  on  Summer  and  Winter 
weights  : 

Approximately  702  loads  of  refuse,  weighing  1,200  tons  was 
disposed  of  during  the  year  as  compared  to  598  loads  of  1,025  tons 
during  1949.  The  great  increase  in  quantity  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  wet  summer  and  cold  winter,  and  the  abnormal  ash  content  of 
present  day  coal,  and  the  occupation  of  9 new  houses  and  2 flats 
during  the  year. 


SALVAGE. 

During  the  year,  the  large  stocks  of  waste  paper  which  had 
accumulated  at  the  pulping  mills  have  been  rapidly  depleted,  and 
there  has  been  a constantly  increasing  demand  with  consequent 
price  improvements.  The  £4  per  ton  offered  in  January  reached 
£1  10s.  per  ton  in  October,  over  £1  per  ton  more  than  the 
controlled  guaranteed  price  during  the  immediate  post-war  years. 

Your  good  judgment  in  deciding  to  continue  paper  salvage  has 
been  justified,  and  with  the  plans  for  rearmament  gathering  impetus, 
waste  paper  will  become  a vital  product  of  the  country’s  economy.

In  connection  with  the  above  Statistical  Record,  all  action  necessary 
to  remedy  the  defects  set  out  was  confined  to  the  Public  Health  Act. 
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During  the  year  defects  in  houses  which  were  of  a reasonable 
standard  were  repaired  promptly  by  the  owners  concerned,  but 
houses  which  are  definitely  sub-standard  and  which  would  have  been 
the  subject  of  Housing  Act  procedure  for  clearance,  have  deteriorated 
further,  but  so  far  as  possible  these  houses  have  been  maintained  in  a 
wind  and  weatherproof  condition. 

No  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  arose  during  the  year. 


Rodent  Control. 

In  connection  with  the  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council’s  rat  catcher  has  carried  out  treatments 
in  accordance  with  the  table  set  out  below.  The  free  service  of  rodent 
destruction  was  continued  to  dwelling  houses.  Most  of  the  works 
in  the  district  are  being  dealt  with  by  agreement.  The  ten  per  cent, 
test  bait  carried  out  on  the  sewerage  system  of  the  district  was 
again  negative.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

The  degree  of  vermin  infestation  of  any  kind  in  houses  in 
Wilmslow  is  very  low  indeed.  For  verminous  conditions,  fumigation 
and  spraying  is  carried  out  whenever  required  at  a small  charge,  and 
in  some  cases  free.  After  cases  of  infectious  disease  no  charge  at  all 
is  made  for  disinfection.  The  extent  of  the  work  carried  out  in  cases 
of  vermin,  or  after  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  the  following

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In  addition,  two  private  houses  were  fumigated  by  a firm  of 
contractors,  with  hydrogen  cyanide.  In  one  case  the  treatment  was 
for  the  destruction  of  furniture  beetles,  and  the  other  was  purely  a 
precautionary  measure. 

The  pond  at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Houses  at  Welton  Drive 
was  sprayed  with  a solution  of  DDT  and  paraffin  against  the  larvae 
of  mosquitoes. 

One  hackney  carriage  was  sprayed  after  the  conveyance  of  a child 
suspected  of  suffering  from  chickenpox. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  concerning 
the  drainage  of  parts  of  the  district,  particularly  in  the  unsewered 
areas  where  the  old  drains  originally  intended  for  surface  water  only 
are  now  required  to  take  both  surface  water  and  sewage  effluent 
resulting  from  the  development  which  has  taken  place  and  the 
absence  of  any  foul  sewers  in  the  areas  concerned.  In  all  cases  the 
complaints  were  dealt  with,  but  in  some  instances  the  drains  and  the 
sewers  are  so  old  and  inadequate  that  the  remedy  is  only  of  a tem- 
porary nature,  and  until  proper  sewerage  is  provided  constant  com- 
plaints can  be  expected.  The  Council  is  well  aware  of  this  difficulty 
and  several  sewerage  schemes  are  already  under  consideration. 


HOUSING. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  no  action 
was  taken  during  the  year  to  deal  with  houses  which  are  considered 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  recon- 
ditioned. In  all  such  cases,  however,  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  the 
carrying  out  of  essential  repairs  as  they  occurred,  or  were  reported. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  extent  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  is  now  confined  to  the  supplies  in  the  butchers’  shops  and 
the  slaughter  of  animals  locally  under  licence  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food.  As  all  animals  intended  for  human  consumption  are 
examined  at  the  place  of  slaughter,  the  amount  of  meat  found  to  be 
unfit  for  consumption  in  the  shops  is  very  small. 

Post-mortem  examinations  on  75  pigs  and  1 calf  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  of  this  number  6 pigs  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  tuberculosis.  From  all  inspections  made  it  was  only 
necessary  to  condemn  the  following  amounts  of  meat  : —

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 


Byelaws — Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food. 


Byelaws  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open,  were  adopted  by  the  Council 
and  came  into  operation  on  the  27th  of  November,  1950.  There  was 
very  little  opportunity  before  the  end  of  the  year  to  make  much 
progress  in  the  application  of  these  Byelaws,  but  inspections  were 
commenced  right  away  and  I hope  to  give  a full  report  next  year  on 
improvements  which  have  been  made  as  the  result  of  the  adoption 
of  the  Byelaws.  As  a preliminary  measure  a copy  of  the  Byelaws 
was  sent  to  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  each  of  the  following 
businesses  to  which  these  Byelaws  apply,  namely  : —

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  diary  farms  having  been 
transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  it  is  now 
only  the  duty  of  Local  Authorities  to  supervise  dairies  and  milk 
distributors.  Local  dairies  and  milk  retailers  continue  to  receive 
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regular  supervision  and  samples  from  these  sources  are  taken 
regularly.  As  the  inspection  of  dairy  farms  has  ceased,  producers  who 
sell  their  milk  wholesale  are  no  longer  sampled  by  the  Officers  of 
this  Council  and  the  number  of  samples  taken  is  therefore  less  than 
in  previous  years. 

All  producer-retailers  and  all  dairymen  have  had  at  least  two 
samples  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Samples  are  now  taken  either  at  the  retailer’s  dairy  or  from  the 
vehicles  on  the  streets  while  the  milk  is  in  course  of  delivery. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  samples  taken  during 
the  course  of  the  year  from  retailers  together  with  the  results  of  these 
examinations.  The  results  are  considered  very  satisfactory.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Although  samples  are  no  longer  taken  from  the  farms,  great 
importance  is  still  placed  on  the  need  for  continuing  to  submit 
frequent  samples  of  milk  for  examination  for  tuberculosis,  and  this 
practice  is  continuing  throughout  the  year  in  respect  of  milk  retailed 
in  the  area.  A summary  of  the  samples  examined  is  given  below, 
from  which  it  will  be  noted  that  three  positive  cases  were  discovered 
out  of  a total  of  36  samples  submitted  for  examination.  In  2 cases 
infected  animals  were  found,  removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  in  the  third  case  the  source  of 
infection  was  not  found  as  two  animals  had  been  sent  for  slaughter 
before  the  veterinary  surgeon  could  make  his  clinical  examination.

ICE  CREAM. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1950  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  to  either  manufacture  or  sell  ice  cream 
now  totals  40  and  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

It  is  evident  that  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations 
have  discouraged  the  small  retailer  from  making  his  own  ice  cream. 
Now  that  the  premises  can  be  more  strictly  controlled  the  small 
manufacturer  is  not  prepared  to  provide  proper  accommodation  and 
install  the  necessary  equipment  for  complying  with  the  above 
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Regulations,  for  what  is  still  mainly  a seasonal  commodity  and  secon- 
dary to  his  main  business.  This  is  the  cause  of  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  retailers  only  and  from  the  public  health  aspect  it  has 
its  advantages  in  that  the  wholesale  manufacturers  are  in  a better 
position  to  provide  proper  facilities  and  the  ice  cream  is  nearly 
always  pre-packed  and  delivered  ready  for  sale,  which  eliminates  the 
risk  of  contamination  during  transit,  storage  and  while  serving.  The 
number  of  samples  taken  during  1950  was  exactly  double  that  of 
1949  and  the  results  on  the  whole  were  satisfactory.  Where  samples 
fell  into  grades  3 and  4,  the  details  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  the  ice  cream  was 
made,  so  that  an  investigation  into  the  conditions  and  methods  of 
manufacture  could  be  made.  The  officers  of  other  authorities 
have  been  most  co-operative  in  this  direction  and  when  “ Follow 
up  ” samples  have  been  taken  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  ice  cream  was  nearly  always  found.  The  grading  of  the  72  samples 
taken  is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

Ice  Lollies. 

Ice  Lollies  are  considered  to  come  within  the  definition  of  “ Ice 
Cream  ” and  the  premises,  therefore,  in  which  they  are  manufactured 
or  sold  are  subject  to  registration  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Most  premises  where  ice  lollies  are  sold 
are  usually  already  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  so  that  further 
registration  is  unnecessary.  Where  ice  lollies  and  not  ice  cream  are 
sold,  routine  inspections  are  made  in  the  usual  way,  and  the  same 
conditions  and  standards  of  cleanliness  are  required  as  for  ice  cream. 

Three  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical 
examination  during  1950.  Each  sample  was  reported  genuine 
and  free  from  lead,  copper,  arsenic  or  other  metallic  contaminants. 
Four  samples  were  also  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Three  were  satisfactory  and  one  contained  organisms  which  indicated 
there  was  need  for  greater  cleanliness  in  the  method  of  production. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  parts  of  the  district  are  now  provided  with  public  water  mains 
and  only  a few  houses  have  to  rely  on  wells  or  other  sources  for  their 
supply.  The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  a main  supply  was 
reduced  from  35  to  30  during  the  course  of  the  year.  The  premises 
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still  without  piped  water  are  scattered  about  the  district,  many  of 
them  in  outlying  parts,  and  in  some  cases  the  supply  for  these 
premises,  though  not  dangerous,  is  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

Now  legislation  for  dealing  with  these  pests  in  the  form  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  By  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into  force  on  the 
31st  of  March,  1950,  and  contained  many  improvements  on  the  old 
Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  which  it  replaced.  Apart 
from  this  there  was  no  other  change  in  the  service  which  has  been 
continued  as  in  previous  years.  The  following  statement  summarises 
the  work  performed  by  the  Council’s  Rat  Catcher  during  the  year  : —

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 
Collection. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  arrival  of  a new  vehicle  with  a 
greater  carrying  capacity  and  some  minor  reorganisation  it  was 
possible  to  return  to  a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  and 

31 


salvage  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  give  a 
seven-day  collection  since  the  beginning  of  the  war.  The  delivery  of 
the  new  vehicle  also  made  it  possible  to  abandon  the  need  for  using 
hired  haulage  by  my  Department. 


Disposal. 

No  change  of  the  method  of  disposal  took  place  during  the  year. 
The  whole  of  Wilmslow’s  refuse,  including  that  from  the  R.A.F. 
Camp  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  land  owned  by  the  Council  at 
Newgate. 


Salvage. 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  undertaken  at  the  same  time  as  that 
of  house  refuse.  Any  material  for  which  a market  can  be  found  is 
sorted,  graded  and  prepared  for  sale  at  the  refuse  tip,  where  there  are 
two  hand  operated  paper  baling  machines  and  one  mobile  hydraulic 
tin  baler.  During  the  year  the  following  materials  were  separated  and 
sold,  namely  : —
